Wat Mr. R. G. Knowres Has To Say. 


Mz. Know es celebrated his forty-second Lirthday 
on October ‘th by giving P.W. some interesting facts 
about his professional career. 

Said he: “ Well, now, to begin this interview at the 
tail-end, let me talk about my final appcarance—we'll 
come to the first when we finish. The impression has 

abroad that I am taking my farewell of the stage on 
tober 27th. 

“That's wrong, anyway. It's right so far as the 
Oxford and the Tivoli are concerned, but I appear at 
the Alhambra on March 4th next, and this is fullowed 
by fweles weeks’ engagement in the provinces during 
1902 and 1903. I am retiring from the stage, but I 
can't do it all at once. I have to keep those contracts 
I made long ago. 

“My first appearance? At the Olympic Thea'ro, 
Chicago, in 1876. The entertainment I gave then was 
like the one I am giving now in style and theme—much 
to the regret of the management, who did not believe in 
me as much as I did myself. Then I fell into the ranks 
of the precarious, one-week-in-and-three-out sort of 
thing, and then I picked up. I don’t know what it was 
I picked up—anyway, I picked it up, and I’ve stuck to 
it ever since. 1l've never turned back to look for any- 
thing else. 

“I did very well in the States, that’s why I came over 
here nine years and a haif ago. I did not eet the 
Thames on firs, but I set my brains on fire trying to 
think things out. 

“TI had been with Augustine Daly and the Haverley 
minstrels in the Stutes, nnd with other leading American 
managers playing in Shakespeare, melodramas and 
farcical comedies, and consequently thought I knew a 
lot. But Ihad to think things out all the same when 
I came over here. 

“T opened at the old Trocadero, June 15th, 1891, in 
the song, ‘I've got it.’ Well, I had it, and I stuck to it. 

“I was at the dero sixty-eight weeks without a 
break, and forty-seven at the Empire. That's how I 
gotit. Nice thing, wasn't it P 

“ When I finish in three weeks hence at the Oxford and 
the Tivoli I shall have igi 1,000 times at the for- 
mer and 1,342 at the latter. 

“ Taking London and the provinces all round, I have 
made over 10,000 appearances in this country—about 
9,000 in London. 

“How many songs have I? Goodness—hundreds. 
Daring the last nine weeks alone, for instance, I’ve 
produced ‘Paris Exhibition,’ ‘ Not Guilty,’ ‘The Two- 

y Tube,’ ‘Love, Marriage, and Divorce,’ ‘Girlie, 
Birlig’ and ‘ Have you Got that Ten-Pound Note?’ 

“If the latter had not been an exceptionally good 
song, nothing would have prevailed with me tv accept 
it. 1 sing it because I like it, and what is more, m 
audiences like it. I saw what chances there were in it 
Sahar song was submitted to me first, and that’s why

“Many of my successes I have written myself, and 
Mr. Charles Wilmott and Mr. Richard Morton have 
“0 written some very excellent and successful songs

I have gone on patterin 
until the missing line has turned up again, and then 
have gone on afresh. At these times I am as cool as an 
ice-chest.

I had one only the other day where the 
writer, writing on paper with a heading representing 
angels and clouds and things, vowed that he was 
appointed to show me the error of my ways; but you 
see, as I neither drink nor smoke, I know my own way 
about the world. 

“ Making-up never bothers me. My face is a puzzle 
as it is, Somehow I look better on than off the stage.

Sir George Trevelyan once wrote a deliciously Jaconic 
description of an M-P.’s course of life during the sitting 
of ee He said:

existence 3, waiting the whole evening for the vote and 
then walking half-a-mile at a foot’s pace round and 
round the crowded lobbies; dining amidst clamour and 
confusion, with a division of twenty minutes long 
between two of the mouthfuls; trudging home at three 
in the rag Sharp the slush of a February thaw, 
and sitting behind Ministers in the centre of a closely- 
packed bench aang the hottest week of the Londou 
summer.” That is House of Commons slavery. 

After that, one is at a loss to know why men enter 
Parliament at all. Of all professions, trades, or hobbies, 
that of a Member of Parliament would appear to Le 
most fraught with personal inconveniences, excessive 
wear and tear of the brain, and constitutional dangers. 
But it really isn’t. It is hard work, but it brings its 
own reward in most cases. 

Perhaps it would be only fair and honest to say that 
the large reiority of men who struggle for a seat in the 
House of Legislature do so with a real, or fancied, idea 
of public duty, and undertake the hard labour of Parlia- 
mentary duties in the hope that they may be of some 
use to their country. Many regard it as one of the 
noblest 1 shererateras while others, as all the world knows, 
go to Westminster in order to rise in a professional 
career, or acquire and sustain a social position.

Then there is the incessant pestering by Whips, 
whose strongly-worded and underscored notes are con- 
tinually arriving at the member's house at some incon- 
venient moment, summoning him to a debate, and fre- 
quently in a manner that wil! brook no refusal. Or, if 
he is strong-minded, and scorns the mandate, he gete a 
solemn lecture from the Chief Whip on the enormity of 
the offence, and every now and — comes across a 
nasty offensive little paragraph in his local papers 
exposing his ry te of duty, a course of affairs that is 
usually fatal to him at the next election. 

But, against all these tribulations and inconveniences 
there is a set-off. In fact, it goes without saying there 
must be a set-off, otherwise M.P.’s could never exist 


at all. 

In the first place, he is allowed to attach to his name 
those letters which are at once a source of pride to 
himeelf and his friends, and a mark calling for respect 
from others—M.P. 

Also his recognised, though wunwritten, social 
advantages are many; and, moreover, there is always 
the prospect of eventually occupying a seat in the 
Cabinet. 

There is the ever-present and consoling knowled: 

I won't say in the case of every member, but in most 
cases, at all events—that no matter how he may have 
failed in his schemes, or seen his finest castles shattered, 
his efforts have all been made for his country. 

Moreover, the fact of homer bag M.P. carries with it 
one or two privileges outside the House. He is allowed 
if he wants, to sit in a certain pew in the Church ot 
St. Margaret’s, Westminster, and is able to procure a 
reading order at the British Museum without the 
signature of a London householder—a privilege not 
extended to a Member's wife. 

Looking at the matter from every point of view, I 
should say that it certainly does pay to be an M.P. 
If it doesn’t, then most assuredly those legislators who 
govern this, the most magnificent and ponderous 
empire in the world, are a body of eternally suff:ring 
martyrs—or fools.

The agents are at length disillusioned and realiss 
the tric io which they have fallen victims. More 
frequently than not, they are too sensitive to tell othera 


they have been s0 easily duped. 

are very many other instances of this class of 
fraud, which can be easily if one reads between 
the lines. The wording of the advertisements vuries, 
but the principle of plausible trickery is the eame in 
every case. They should be carefally guarded against.

A day or so later he receives a further letter, intimat- 
ing that Mr. Blank is very confident of doing business, 
and requesting him to send, say, a guinea, to cover 
expenses. Mr. Blank takes care to explain that, 
as he is ones engaged in transferring businesses, he 
has every facility for introducing likely cliente. Having 
wh the advertiser into his confidence, he extracts 
fees from him, according to his pliability, all of which 
go into his own pocket. 

The same policy exactly is pursued where advertise- 
ments are inse to raise a mortgage on some property. 
Then fees are obtained on the plea of surveying the 
property, with a promise to recommend a customer to 
advance the mortgage if the valuation is a satisfactory 
one.
